A party of seven white men left the 
Kootenay for the Saskatchewan mines, 
and were attacked by a party of Black- 
foot Indians, Ouly one escaped to tell 
the sad fate of his comrades—he escap- 
ing to the bush. The Indians robbed 
the party of thirteen horses, together 
with provisions.
